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Council approves Ford, Congress in battle 
control law for 
city ambulances

An ordinance which limits and strictly 
controls who may operate an ambulance 
service in Lompoc was passed on a first 
reading last night by a 4 to 1 vote of the 
city council. 
Voting no was Councilwoman Elinor 
Lefkowitz who said the ordinance gave 
Community Ambulance Service, the 
city’s only ambulance business, an ex­ 
clusive franchise. 
“I feel this ordinance is denying free 
enterprise and we ought to recognize it,” 
Mrs. Lefkowitz said. “It needs to be said 
that it is tantamount to a franchise. 
Anyone who comes into town has a right 
to invest their money, and either lose it 
or earn more in their own way.” 
The ordinance says that someone ap­ 
plying for an ambulance license must 
first get a certificate of a “finding of 
public convenience and necessity” from 
the city council. 
A $100 filing fee is required and the ap- 


Terrorism 
continues 
in Madrid 


MADRID (UPI) - Police fighting off 
a night terrorist attack sprayed a 
Barcelona street with submachine gun 
fire early today, killing two of their own 
men. Three members of a family return­ 
ing from a wake were killed when their 
car was caught in a crossfire. 
A policeman and another civilian were 
wounded in the incident, the bloodiest 
yet in a growing wave of political 
violence that has swept Spain. Twelve 
persons including eight policemen died 
in Madrid, Barcelona and the Basque 
region in less than a week. 
Stepped up violence by gangs of urban 
guerrillas was seen as the result of the 
execution 11 days ago of five terrorists, 
all 
convicted 
of 
the 
murder 
of 
policemen. The executions sparked a 
wave of foreign protest which, in turn, 
further 
hardened 
the 
policies 
of 
Generalissimo 
Francisco 
Franco’s 
regime. 


The Barcelona incident may have far 
reaching consequences, political sources 
said. It came only hours after thousands 
of right-wingers demonstrated in down­ 
town Barcelona shouting for the army to 
take power “to save Spain from Com- 
muism.”

Then the city administrator, city at­ 
torney. police chief, director of finance 
and the director of community develop­ 
ment must each file a report on the ap­ 
plication for an ambulance certificate. 
There must also be a public hearing 
before the council decides on the applica­ 
tion.

dinance which received preliminary ap­ 
proval last night, apply to Community 
Ambulance Service. 
After Mrs Lefkowitz objected to what 
she called the “exclusive” language of 
the 
ordinance, 
City 
Attorney 
Alan 
Davidson said the section on a finding of 
public convenience and necessity was 
written into the ordinance at the request 
of Kenneth Kelly, owner of Community 
Ambulance Service. 
“We put this in at his request and 
frankly for his protection.” Davidson 
said. “We were aware of the ruinous am ­ 
bulance competition going on in Santa 
Maria, that it wasn’t good and wasn’t 
benefiting the poeple.” 
However, after the meeting Mrs. 
Lefkowitz said that an important fact the 
council hadn't discussed was that Com­ 
munity Ambulance Service was sub­ 
sidized by Santa Barbara County with 
$2,000 a month to insure the company 
made a profit and stayed in the area. 
Mayor Art Scott and Councilman E C. 
Stevens had argued in favor of the or­ 
dinance saying that it didn't say there 
would only be one ambulance business in 
the city forever and ever, but that now 
the council had control over who was 
qualified to give adequate ambulance 
service. 
The council must approve a second 
reading of the ordinance, possibly at 
their Nov. 4 meeting, before the or­ 
dinance becomes law. 
In addition to requiring a certificate of 
public convenience and necessity, the 
ambulance ordinance allows the council 
to set ambulance fees by council resolu­ 
tion rather than by changing the or­ 
dinance. 


The fees in the new ordinance are 
those being charged by Community Am­ 
bulance Service. The base rate is $40 plus 
$2 a mile with the fee for a sit-up patient 
half that amount. Other items such as 
evening hours, oxygen, rough roads and 
waiting time call for extra charges.

Langford’s comment came as 13 state 
and federal officials met in San Fran­ 
cisco to discuss prosecution of Miss 
Hearst on state and federal charges 
already filed, and to talk about evidence 
possibly linking her with other crimes, 
including a bank robbery and murder in

“We want to obtain psychiatric care 
for her so that she is able to participate 
in her trial,” A1 Johnson, an associate of 
F. Lee Bailey, told newsmen Tuesday. 
He said a motion asking for the 
transfer will be filed at a hearing, ten­ 
tatively scheduled Oct. 22, which will 
take up the final report on Miss Hearst’s 
“mental capacity” 
by three court- 
appointed psychiatrists. 
The 
psychiatrists 
handed 
their 
preliminary findings to U.S. District 
Judge Oliver Carter Tuesday. He sealed 
them from public scrutiny and turned 
copies over to prosecution and defense 
lawyers. 
Carter said the final report was ex­ 
pected in 10 days to two weeks and he 
would schedule the hearing after he 
receives it The judge must decide, on 
the basis of the psychiatrists’ findings, 
whether Miss Hearst is mentally capable 
of standing trial, whether she should be 
institutionalized, and whether she is a 
good risk for bail. 
Johnson said Dr D L West of UCLA, 
the “brainwashing” expert on the team 
of psychiatrists, plans to examine the 
defendant several more times this week

Lompoc municipal court 
faces rough times ahead

On Jan 6. Lompoc’s Justice Court will 
disappear into the history books; a 
municipal court will come into being and 
Terrill F. Cox will walk through the door 
as municipal court judge. 
By the time of that momentous occa­ 
sion, Cox will have stepped aside from 
his private law practice that he has 
engaged in during his nine years as justice 
court judge, and on paper at least, he’ll 
have several more employes. 
Those are the sure things, thanks to the 
recent concurrence of both houses of the 
state legislature and a friendly bill 
signature by Gov. Edmund G. Brown, Jr 
What is not so sure is where the county 
will get the capital outlay funds to build a 
structure to house the muny court. The 
plain truth this morning is that there are 
no funds and even Fourth District Super­ 
visor Francis H. Beattie doesn’t know 
when there will be. “They’re going to 
have to live with the quarters presently 
serving the justice court,” Beattie said 
“ And it’s highly unlikely that there’ll be 
any capital outlay monies in the county 
budget for that purpose in 1976-77 and 
probably not before 1977-78.” 
At the same time. Beattie said there is 
hope that new federal legislation would 
provide some funds for local public 
works projects To keep that option open, 
Beattie said the supervisors had left $1 in 
capital outlay categories for the “Lom­ 
poc muny court project.” 
When the 1975-76 fiscal year began 
there was $450,000 in the fund, but that 
money was withdrawn for other needs, 
Beattie said 
The present budget does contain ad­ 
ditional monies for salaries mandated by 
the 
legislature 
Comparison 
figures 
provided by Claude Bowman, judicial af­ 
fairs 
analyst 
in 
the 
county 
ad­ 
ministrative 
office, 
show 
$31,321 
budgeted for the first half of this fiscal 
year for justice court salaries plus an ad­ 
ditional sum of up to $10,000 for other ex­ 
penses and $74.2>1 for the second half- 
Jan 6 to June 30—of the fiscal year, plus 
the additional mandated fund require­ 
ments In the latter category are fees for 
court reporters and fees for jury and 
witnesses 
The present justice court has a justice 
court clerk, three deputy clerks and a 


constable in addition to the judge As 
mandated by the state, a municipal court 
can have a clerk of the court, an assis­ 
tant clerk of the court; a court clerk, a 
clerk III, a clerk II, a marshal and a 
deputy marshal in addition to the judge 
Put simply, there is authorization for 
another clerk and the deputy marshal 
Something 
would 
have 
to 
give, 
however, if the new employes are to fit 
into the scheme of things As it stands 
now the one room allotted justice court 
clerk Betty Chernock and her three 
aides, Nancy Tateyama. Lynn Cady and 
Alice Lopez, won't take another piece of 
furniture, let alone additional filing 
cabinets that may be needed by the ad­ 
ditional work load of the muny court 
Beattie said the county will have to 
come to grips with those facts of life and 
soon At the outset, however the fledgl­ 
ing municipal court will probably have to 
make do with its present staff, Beattie 
concluded 


It was uncertain today how much extra 
business and work the municipal court 
will have to handle over what is now be­ 
ing 
handled 
by 
the 
justice court 
Presiding Municipal Court Judge S John 
Gudmunds said Lompoc's municipal or 
any municipal court, has these distinc­ 
tions a full-time judge, a mandate for 
handling civil cases involving as much as 
$5,000 (compared to the justice court’s 
$1,000 maximum), the mandate for 
handling and going to trial on mis­ 
demeanors, high misdemeanors and a 


mandate for trying cases involving con­ 
tributing to the deliquency of minor 
charges The latter type of violation— 
penal 
code 
paragraph 
272—can 
go 
through the preliminary hearing in a 
justice court, but must be sent on to a 
higher court for final disposition 
The differences, although few. are con 
sidered important by members of the 
legal fraternity Most Iximpoc attorneys 
favored the conversion to a municipal 
court based on the belief that the 
presence of a muny court here would 
make it more convenient and hence 
more economical for attorneys and for 
witnesses 
State law mandates a municipal court 
in any court jurisdiction that has a pop­ 
ulation of at least 40 000 persons Lom­ 
poc Valley passed that milestone a few 
years ago 
State law also mandates that a justice 
court judge is to step up to municipal 
judge when a municipal court comes into 
being

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
President 
Ford today proposed a major reduction 
in federal authority to regulate domestic 
airlines, saying more competition and 
lower prices are needed because “for 
many Americans, air travel has become 
a luxury too expensive to afford ” 
Ford sent Congress a bill that would let 
the airlines cut prices up to 40 per cent or 
raise them up to 10 per cent on specific 
routes without Civil Aeronautics Board 
aDDroval 


The President’s proposed legislation 
would be the first major reform of CAB 
authority since the board was created 37 
years ago and the second step in a three­ 
pronged administration effort to reform 
the I S transportation industry 
The Air Transport Association a trade 
group comprised of all major domestic 
airlines, issued a statement saying the 
proposal is “misconceived" and 
would 
disrupt airline service and cause public 
inconvenience ” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford feels it is “ridiculous and silly" for 
Congress to “ whine and whimper” over 
his plan to combine a $28 billion tax cut 
with a 1395 billion federal spending limit. 
Ford's chief spokesman said today 
“You re damned right,” said Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen when asked if the 
matter would become a campaign issue 
in the 1978 presidential race 
The American people will make it an 
issue and the President doesn’t have to.” 
he said 
Nessen’s statement came as two ad­ 
ministration officials indicated Ford 
might 
be 
willing 
to 
compromise 
somewhat on the proposal, which the 
leading 
Democratic 
tax 
expert 
in 
Congress has called “preposterous ” 
Nessen took particular aim on House 
Ways and Means Committee Chairman 
Al 
Ullman. 
D-Ore , 
who 
Tuesday 
characterized Ford's tax package as 
“totally preposterous ” 
“The President disagrees with any 
idea that Congress can’t do this,” Nessen 
said “This is ridiculous for 435 persons 
elected by the people to whine and 
whimper and say they cannot do this ” 
Nessen used the words “silly 
non­ 
sense 
ridiculous” several times in 
describing the administration reaction to 
some leading congressional Democrats 
But 
Treasury 
Secretary 
William 
Simon and Budget Director James Lynn 
took a softer position during a Capitol 
Hill meeting with House Republicans to­ 
day 
“We should not be identified with 
definite spending goals,” Lynn told about 
two dozen GOP members who gathered 
to hear the administration's top five 
economic officials 
Simon emphasized Ford would not ac­ 
cept a tax cut without some limit to 
federal spending But he said a dollar- 
for-dollar match between tax reduction 
and lower spending may not be neces­ 
sary 
“ Let's not talk about the actual 
ceiling.” said Simon when Rep Joel 
Pritchard, 
R-Wash.. 
warned 
that 
Congress “will not accept” a spending 
ceiling 
Simon said the fight between Ford and 
Democrats 
was

socialism” 
because the President wants to give the 
people the right to decide how to spend 
their own money 
And Ford reportedly said he will stand 
by his plan if it takes “ 100 vetoes 
The package calls for $11 billion in new 
tax reductions, a continuance of this 
year's $17 billion in tax reductions and a 
budget next year not to exceed $396 
billion

Consolidation of all law 
enforcement agencies urged

The County Deputy Sheriff's 
Assn feels that consolidation of 
all law enforcement agencies in 
the county will be the best 
means 
not 
only 
of 
better 
managing law enforcement func- 
tions throughout the county, but 
will also serve to quiet the 
criticism that has sprung up 
from taxpayers in the city of 
Santa Barbara and elsewhere 
that they are being taxed double 
for law enforcement services 
The association has notified 
the Board of Supervisors it will 
present 
to 
the 
board 
a 
“proposal to consolidate all law 
enforcement agencies in the 
county of Santa Barbara” at a 
public board session Oct 27 
Notification 
came 
from 
Sheriff’s Det Michael Harling. 
chairman of the association’s 
committee on Police Services. 
Sheriff's Sgt Robert Prince, 
association 
president, 
emphasized in a statement late 
Monday that the proposal has 
“ nothing to do with the Sheriff’s 
Department contracting out its 
services ” 


“'This would be a proposal for 
a 
countywide 
metropolitan 
police department,” he stated 
“ After all. we are all basically 
doing the same job We should 
be on the same radio frequency, 
and be dispatched from the 
same plgce We want to show 
the county supervisors that 
there are alternatives to the 
present system which could 
make 
the 
tax 
dollar 
go 
farther ” 
Marling was not immediately 
available for comment, but 
Prince said Harling’s committee 
was formed some eight months 
ago “ to look into the feasibility 
of consolidation ” 


Prince said the study is now 
completed and “ we’re prepared 
to report now. and to see if the 
county wants to do something 
about it " 


Sheriff John W. Carpenter 
“ has been made aware of the 
study” and association leaders 
“ have talked to various other 
law enforcement people in the 
county” about the consolidation 
plan, according to Prince. 


The association is planning to 
call on mayors of the five cities 
to alert them of the consolida­ 
tion plan to be presented to the 
supervisors well ahead of the 
hearing date 
“We hope all the cities will 
have representatives at the 
hearing,” said Prince. 
is there a precedent for such 
a consolidation0 
Prince said a consolidated 
setup has been achieved in the 
Las Vegas area and pointed to 
the sheriff of Los Angeles 
County as being the top law en­ 
forcement 
official 
of 
numerous small cities in the 
Los Angeles metropolitan area 
Prince and other sheriff’s of­ 
ficers are nettled at outbursts 
from taxpayers in Santa Bar­ 
bara and other city localities 
who claim they support the 
Sheriff’s Department with their 
property tax payments, but get 
no services in return 
“‘We are providing service to 
every city in the county.” said 
Prince He said such services 
simply aren’t publicized suf­ 
ficiently for the citv residents

Plans for expansion of Mor­ 
ningstar Farm — an operation 
of Casa de Vida — to include a 
dormitory for young women 
have been dropped Casa de 
Vida director Jess Cortez has 
informed county officials. 
Cortez revealed the decision 
to drop the projected expansion 
of the controversial 50-acre 
Morningstar Farm with its 
“ work 
ethic" 
program 
for 
“ live-in" addicts in a letter sent 
to 
Board 
of 
Supervisors 
chairman Francis H Beattie of 
Lompoc. 
Morningstar Farm is located 
about five miles northwest of 
Buellton in I/ompoc Valley, and 
there have been protests from 
time to time about the opera­ 
tion of the farm which have 
come in to county officials from 
residents of the area 
Casa de Vida, which provides 
a therapy program for ex-users 
of drugs 
and 
alcohol, 
is 
managed by an "inner board” 


of “ ex-users who have come 
through the program" and were 
elected by the residents, ac­ 
cording to a brochure sent to 
Beattie by Cortez. Those at the 
farm who are under 18 require 
written consent from parents or 
guardians 


Cortez said: “ The Casa is not 
a hippie commune, overnight 
crash pad, hospital, methadone 
clinic, or sanctuary for persons 
who are sought by parents, 
etc.” 


Cortez told Beattie he was 
sending the brochure “ explain­ 
ing the program and method of 
operation of Casa de Vida, of 
which Morningstar Farm is a 
part” because application has 
been filed for a conditional use 
permit for the program at the 
Morningstar 
Farm 
location. 
Live-in rules are strict and 
adhere to Christian ethics, the 
brochure shows. 
The matter is before the 
County Planning Department 


with the Planning Commission 
to make a decision on the use 
permit request. County super­ 
visors may overrule the plan­ 
ners through an appeal action 
concerning granting of use per­ 
mits. 
Cortez said the Morningstar 
Farm property includes two 
homes, a partially finished dor­ 
mitory. waterwell, pump, ir­ 
rigation system, equipment and 
other materials. 
He said 30 acres are planted 
in alfalfa and caring for the 
crop and development of the 
other twenty acres allow es­ 
tablishment 
of 
the 
“ work 
ethic” program described as 
“ one of the finest types of 
therapy we can provide for our 
‘live-in’ addicts ” 
Casa de Vida receives a por­ 
tion of the county’s allotment of 
Federal 
Revenue-sharing

Health officials in warning 
on immunization of children 


As part of a continuing effort 
to reduce the incidence of 
childhood 
diseases 
and 
eliminate 
the 
threat 
of 
widespread 
epidemics, 
the 
Santa Barbara County Health 
Department and the Medical 
Society of the Santa Barbara 
County have designated October 
1975 as “ Immunization Action 
Month.” 
The 
goal 
of 
the 
program is to increase the 
number 
of 
Santa 
Barbara 
county 
children 
immunized 
against 
polio, 
diphtheria, 
tetanus, pertussis (whooping 
cough), measles and rubella 
and mumps. 
Explaining the reason for the 
program. Dr. George Harper, 
deputy health officer and Dr. 
Henry Holderman. president of 
the Medical Society said that 
the 
percentage 
of 
young 
California children immunized 
against these diseases has been 


declining at an alarming rate in 
recent years. As a result, dis­ 
eases that were once well con­ 
trolled such as polio, measles 
and rubella, are becoming a 
problem once again 
” We still have children in the 
U.S. dying from these diseases 
each year” . Dr. Harper said. 
“ The real horror, however, is 
that not enough children are be­ 
ing immunized to assure that 
epidemics will not occur on a 
broad scale.” 
One of the main problems. 
Dr 
Holderman continued, is 
that many parents wait until 
their children approach school 
age before having them im­ 
munized “ This leaves the child 
unprotected during the first 
four or five years of his life, an 
age when some of the diseases 
are most serious and most like­ 
ly to strike 
Moreover, this 
means that if an epidemic oc­ 
curs. it is most likely to spread 


quickly among children of this 
age group.” he said. 


“The 
national 
statistics 
we ve received from the center 
for disease control are really 
pretty frightening,” Dr. Harper 
added. “ In 1963, 84 1 per cent 
children between the ages of 
one and four were immunized 
against polio. During 1973 that 
figure was down to 60.4 percent, 
latest 
figures indicate that 
19(v 
of 
children entering 
kindergarten are not adequate­ 
ly protected That simply isn’t 
enough to prevent epidemics. 
Anyone who remembers the 
polio epidemics of the 1950s. 
when thousands of children 
were 
permanently 
disabled 
knows what that means." 


Polio isn’t the only problem. 
CDC statistics show that the 
percentage of young children 
immunized against measles has 
been dropping steadily.

57. who has retired 
from his post as a guard and is 
now a farmer, said he realized 
within a few seconds Jackson 
had been shot to death He said 
he searched the body and found 
a 9mm automatic pistol and a 
clip of bullets. 
Ziemer testified to his view of 
events when convicts took over 
the San Quentin Adjustment 
Center. 
Before 
calm was 
restored, three guards and two 
inmates were dead 
Five in­ 
mates and a sixth free on bail 
are on trial for their slayings. 
Ziemer said he heard another 
guard shout that Jackson was 
loose in the prison and armed.

The strike ended when union 
and city officials agreed to 
resume negotiations with a 
federal mediator.

She urged him to buy a 
harpsichord After that he slowly built up 
a large private collection of authentic 
reproductions of early instruments such 
as krumhorns. recorders, viols, minstrel 
harps, portative organ, handbells, all of 
which he learned to play.

Chelsea House, a British restaurant in 
Los Angeles. Audiences registered their 
enthusiasm over the concept of the in­ 
timate performance of chamber music 
played as they sipped tea and ate British 
pastries This informality has become 
the trademark of the John Biggs Con­ 
sort.

UFW seeks quick certification 
of Salinas election victories 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
United Farm Workers union 
has requested that the state

sified as truck drivers, a board 
spokesman said 
Delores Huerta, UFW vice 
president, said her union wants 
immediate certification so it 
can begin bargaining with the 
growers, who currently have 
Teamster contracts. 
If the National Labor Rela­ 
tions Board later rules against 
the UFW and agrees the drivers 
arc under NLRB jurisdiction 
and not the state farm law. then 
the relatively small number of 
truck drivers can be restored to 
the Teamsters, she said 
Growers argued if the board 
certifies the UFW they will be 
left in an untenable bargaining 
situation: If they reach terms 
with the UFW for the drivers, 
then the Teamsters could take 
action against them; if they 
decline to negotiate regarding 
the drivers the UFW could 
strike.

Finley does not need to hurry back to the West Coast 
He could come by ox cart and still be in time for his 
team's next game 
Finley, who has seen his A s play in Oakland on only 
two occasions in 1975. was in New York on business 
Tuesday when Oakland entertained the Boston Red Sox 
ill the third game of the American League Playoffs He 
sent word that he would catch a plane Wednesday “ and 
be there in plenty of time to see the A s beat the Red Sox 
in game number four.” 
But the Sox did not cooperate They downed Oakland 
5-3 Tuesday night to sweep the best-of-five series 3-0 and 
leave Finley and crew to contemplate 1976 
And the Oakland fans who have to “ wait ‘til next 
year” can be certain there will be some 1976 changes. 
But not in location or leadership The A’s will remain in 
Oakland and Alvin Dark seems certain to return as their 
manager. 
The changes could well involve the disappearance of 
centerfielder Bill North, catcher Ray Fosse and 
designated hitter Billy Williams. And the appearance in 
the green and gold of a strong front-line righthanded 
pitcher 
The A’s got by through the regular season without a 
solid right-hander but that helped kill them in the short 


series especially since the first two games were played 
in Fenway Park, which is notorious for driving left­ 
handers up “ The Wall.” 
So a good right-hander seems to be a “ just for the 
•dethroned three-time World Champions.' 
Boston won the series (or Oakland lost it) on defense 
Five Oakland regulars went O-for-43 in the three games. 
There was nary a hit from the bats of Bert Campaneris. 
North. Gene Tenace. Phil Garner or Williams. 
Williams’ case is perhaps the most unusual. He spent 
15 years with the Chicago Cubs in the National League, 
hoping to play for a winner Then when he came to the 
World Champion A’s as a designated hitter. 
He went 0-for-8 in the championship series. That, plus 
a high salary, make him a good candidate for moving 
from Oakland before next year. 


“ I hit the ball as good as I could.” said North in the 
subdued Oakland dressing room after the game, “ but 
their defense just shut down our offense Everything I 
hit. they just took.” 


Most of the A’s, from Dark on down, commented on 
the Red Sox’ defensive play in general and that of 
veteran outfielder Carl Yastrzemski in particular. 
An outstanding example came in the eighth inning 
Tuesday night when the A’s were rallying Reggie 


Jackson came up with Oakland s second run already 
home and two men on base He slashed a vicious shot to 
left center that looked like a double or a triple. But 
Yastrzemski made a diving stop that held Jackson to a 
single as the third (and final) Oakland run came home 
And it kept the tying run from getting into scoring posi­ 
tion The play looked even better when the next batter. 
Joe Rudi. hit into a double play to end the inning 
So the Oakland A’s will not be the 1975 World Cham­ 
pions But they bowed out like champs. 
There were no alibis in their dressing room 
“ I feel sad But they played better than we did and 
deserved every bit of it. said Sal Bando, third baseman 
and captain of the team 
“ They just outplayed us ... defensively they made the 
plays when they had to ... they outplayed us with their 
pitching and with their running of the bases,” said Dark. 
“ Yaz gave every ounce." said North. “ It was definite­ 
ly their defense that did it ” 
There was no finger-pointing or scapegoat hunting by 
the ex-champs They had the unemotional, subdued air of 
a good team beaten by an excellent one. And a team that 
knows it has given its all and is determined to continue 
doing so. 
“ We'll get them next year,” said Dark.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
unity of civil rights groups has 
cracked, taking the pressure off 
the Justice D epartm ent to in­ 
stitute large-scale school bus­ 
ing in the North and West, the 
departm ent’s top civil rights of­ 
ficial said 
J. Stanley Pottinger. assis­ 
tant attorney general, said the 
civil 
rights division 
now is 
concentrating more on issues of 
discrim ination within schools. 
"The pressure that existed 
with regard to the need for 
faster, quicker, more efficient 
action in the South does not ex­ 
ist anym ore.” said Pottinger, 
who form erly was civil rights 
chief at the D epartm ent of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
"Those who saw injustice and 
wanted to do something about it 
were northerners, both parties, 
and in the Congress, who did not 
feel the sting of the com plica­ 
tions of undoing a dual system 
(in the South),” he said. 
However, he said, when bus­ 
ing on a m assive scale was 


ordered in such northern in­ 
dustrial cities as Boston and 
Detroit, the coalition’s local 
support faded 
"The busing issue, having 
cracked the coalition, forced a 
lot of people who would have 
been for busing in the North to 
look 
for other problems to 
solve. "As a result now we are 
dealing with a proliferation of 
issues, not just the busing issue, 
in an atm osphere where the 
pressure is essentially off.' he 
told reporters attending a con­ 
ference sponsored Tuesday by 
the 
Washington 
Journalism 
Center. 
" I t’s because that pressure is 
gone that you find a different 
kind of atm osphere operating in 
the executive branch, and in 
Congress, and I think in the 
courts,” he said, 
Pottinger insisted President 
Ford has not interfered with 
any Justice D epartm ent school 
desegregation 
cases, 
despite 
Ford’s public antibusing sen­ 
tim ents. 


Beatle Lennon now safe; deportation ruled out 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A U.S. 
Appeals 
Court 
says 
form er 
Beatle John Lennon should be 
rewarded for his faith in the 
"A m erican dream ” and not be 
deported. 
The court ruled Tuesday Len­ 
non cannot be forced to leave 
the country because of his 1968 
I/>ndon 
narcotics 
conviction 
and ordered the Board of Im ­ 
m igration Appeals to recon­ 
sider his application for perm a­ 
nent residence in the United 


States. 
"Lennon’s four-year battle to 
rem ain 
in 
our 
country 
is 
testim ony to his faith in the 
American dream ,” Judge Irv­ 
ing R Kaufman wrote for the 
m ajority in the 2-1 decision. 
Lennon. who will be 35 on 
Thursday, said, "This is a great 
birthday gift from America for 
me. Yoko and the baby.” 
He and his wife, Yoko Ono, 
arrived in New York in August, 
1971. His wife currently is preg­ 


nant. 
The BIA had ruled in July, 
1974. Lennon was deportable as 
an undesirable alien because of 
his plea of guilty to possessing 
m arijuana in his London apart­ 
ment. Lennon said his convic­ 
tion in London would not stand 
up in a U.S. court. The Appeals 
Court agreed. 
It concluded that "a foreign 
conviction for possession of 
m arijuana under such a law 
does not render the convicted 


alien excludable.” 
Kaufman 
noted 
Lennon’s 
claim 
he had 
been "selec­ 
tively" singled out by the Nixon 
Administration for deportation 
because of his radical views. 


Pottinger 
also 
said

busing legislation pending in 
Congress, which would forbid 
HEW to use federal funds for 
mandatory 
assignment 
of 
pupils to schools, could result in 
a dismantling of HEW s civil 
rights enforcement unit 
Or. he suggested, the HEW 
unit could redirect its enforce­ 
ment 
efforts 
towards 
such 
school problems as discrim ina­ 
tory suspensions and expulsions 
of blacks and other minorities 
or inadequate bilingual educa­ 
tion

LOS ANGELES - Dropping the name 
of Ronald Reagan as presidential con­ 
tender against Gerald Ford in the 
primaries here and there in California 
produces less than electric results, even 
at congested gatherings of Republican 
conservatives.

Their enthusiasm is

they are already ask­ 
ing 
themselves

should they be more 
enthusiastic about his 
running than he is 
himself9 Could it be. 
they 
wonder, 
that 
Reagan the party loyalist senses the 
dangers of division within Republican 
ranks? Oughtn’t they, under the circum­ 
stances. to hold back their own feelings, 
until the concert master himself sounds 
the tuning fork? 
It is even becoming fashionable to sug­ 
gest 
that 
Reagan’s 
apparent 
in­ 
decisiveness is an expression of his inter­ 
nal doubts about winning against Gerald 
Ford in the primaries. That, after all, 
was the reason for the unusual am­ 
bivalence of Senator Robert Kennedy 
during the fall of 1967, when the pressure 
was on him to challenge President 
Johnson. 
There is this difference between 1967 
and 1976 Then there was the one burning 
issue of Vietnam that divided the 
Democratic camp. Among Republicans 
there is no single 
issue of equal 
magnitude. The economy is slouching its 
way towards a recovery of sorts, and 
from the White House we are getting a 
reasonably palatable blend of orthodox 
economic rhetoric, and confessions of 
various sorts from the freespenders. In 
foreign policy, the success of Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger in the Sinai ap­ 
pears to hold up. like the star on top of 
the Christmas tree, the intricate and 
glittering ball gown of detente; and 
although it could all come crashing down 
at anv moment, that and the temporary 
reversals in Portugal give us a measure 
of international tranquility, and Presi­ 
dent Ford is the beneficiary. 
What is it that separates President 
Ford from his right-wing constituency? 
What is it that Ronald Reagan, entering 
the primaries, might do to suggest an 
altered approach to government9 
1. He might propose instant action on a 
Constitutional amendment barring bus­ 
ing for the sake of racial balance. 
2 
He might mobilize the people 
against any weakness (they are beginn­ 


ing to streak up from the horizon, and 
are summed up in talk of a 90 billion dol­ 
lar deficit) in executive opposition to 
bailing out New York City. No one is bet­ 
ter equipped than Reagan to expose the 
funny-money nature of all the schemes 
thus far devised for the purpose of mak­ 
ing non-New Yorkers pay the bills of 
New Yorkers. 
3. He might propose an audacious and 
radical approach to welfare reform Let 
the federal government lay its hands off 
any state able to take care of itself: i.e., 
those states (approximately 33) which, 
as things now stand, are engaged in 
sending money to Washington for the 
purpose of readdressing it back to the 
originating state. There are reasons in 
philanthropy for taking money from New 
Y<»rk to help out the people of Arkansas, 
but none for taking money from New 
York for the purpose of sending it back to 
New York. The problems of New York 
City ought to be a family affair between 
Mayor Beame and Hugh Carey. 
4* Beginning on January I. the West 
should launch an intelligent program 
designed to weaken the political power of 
the OPEC cartel. No better plan has 


Walter Cronkite is, without a 
doubt, one of America’s respected jour­ 
nalists. As a former newspaperman. 
Cronkite did much to pioneer television 
news But today, the veteran newsman is 
disillusioned and disturbed over the 
television production of news. 
Cronkite recently was in San Fran­ 
cisco for a talk before 
the 
San 
Francisco 
Press Club 
on the 
press and its future. 
He speaks of his dis­ 
turbances as follows: 
"I would be less 
than candid if I didn’t 
let my hair down to 
tell you what I believe 
to be the most disturb­ 
ing aberration in our 
business today. 
"You know, broad­ 
casting has a most im­ 
portant role in our democracy. With the 
growth of monopoly journalism, it can be 
the monitor on those papers that by sl­ 
oth. indifference, caprice or dastardly 
plot might fail their responsibility. But 
to do that, broadcasting itself, must be 
responsible. 
"And yet. today we see broadcast 
managers and owners abdicating that 
important role. They’ve turned over 
their news programming to consultants 
who promise quick success and a 
minimum of controversy by making the 
news more interesting. 
"Newspapers have been known from 
time to time to play this game — editing 
by readership survey — and lest any of 
you print types get too smug about 
television's rating battles, don’t forget 
the great circulation wars in your 
background 
"But now this news rating battle has 
spread through broadcasting like the 
dutch elm blight. Happy news, yak-it-up 
news, slap-vour-thigh news (or better, 
slap the newsgirl’s thigh), poke fun at 
the weather man, bad jokes, unfunny 
sayings, rip and read 
"And now because the consultants 
found that in too many cases they 
couldn't convert real newsmen to their 
phony formula, they’ve gone the next 
step. They don’t hire newspersons for 
those anchor teams anymore. The re­ 
quirements now are for youth, beauty, 
good skin, a nice shape, an attractive 
coiffure — and that’s just for the men 
"I don’t blame these incipient Ted 
Baxters. In a tight job market, there are 
worse fates than playing piano in a house 
of ill repute. I just hope they don’t have 
delusions of growig up to be news men 
"Let me point out here that there are 
some exceptions — some darned good 
young journalists who have made it on 
ability who can report and write and 
know what they are saying. 
"But they are exceptions As for the 
others, weli. if those local managements 
want to put those totally unequipped, in­ 
experienced neophytes in front of the 
cameras and call them news readers’ 
that would be an honest description But

American firms, ranging from Ford 
Motors to small pet shops, have been 
blacklisted by the Arabs 
The boycott list, identifying allegedly 
iro-Zionist companies for economic 
etaliation, was prepared in Lebanon It 
s considered more important than 
arlier lists, because a 
Lebanese heads the 
trab boycott office in 
)amascus. 
A 
similar 
list, 
irovided to the Com- 
nerce Department by 
irms 
that 
actually 
vere approached by 
he Arabs, is now the 
object of a hot con-| 
roversv on Capitol 
Jill. 
Commerce 
Secretary 
Roger 
Vlorton has refused to surrender the list 
to Congress, contending that the firms 
were promised confidentiality. Rep. 
John Moss, D-Calif , whose investigating 
committee has demanded the list, is con­ 
sidering whether to cite Morton for con­ 
tempt 
The Lebanese list was approved Dec. 
5. 1974. at a closed cabinet meeting in 
Beirut. Rep James Scheuer, D-N.Y , 
managed to get a copy and showed it to 
us. 
Although this particular boycott list is 
treated with great gravity by Arab 
governments, it is curiously haphazard. 
For example, more than one insignifi­ 
cant pet store and a shoe repair firm are 


listed Yet the United Jewish Appeal for 
the Film Industry has been removed 
from the list. Perhaps some Arab 
diplomat or petty sheikh didn’t like the 
service when he stopped to buy a canary 
or get his shoes heeled. 
Some Arab countries, such as Syria 
and Saudi Arabia, treat the boycott list 
as if it were taken from the Koran But in 
Morocco, say, it is virtually ignored. 
Some Arab officials, according to our 
sources, use the list to extort bribes. For 
a little "baksheesh." they can be per­ 
suaded to ignore the boycott. 
Such firms as General Electric, Miles 
laboratories, Trans World Airlines and 
the Hilton hotel chain are active in 
Israel. Yet they still manage to do 
business in the Arab world. 
The 2.000 blacklisted firms cover every 
facet of U.S. business, with special 
emphasis 
on 
communications 
com­ 
panies. Such firms as CBS. NBC, United 
Artists and Otto Preminger Films are on 
the list. 
A number of liquor companies, led by 
Calvert and Seagrams, are also listed, 
although Arabs supposedly don’t drink 
and. therefore, should have no need to 
import liquor. 


The U.S. oil industry, predictably, has 
all but escaped the boycott. Other com­ 
panies have been removed from the 
boycott 
list, including Kaiser Steel, 
General Paper. General Tire. Monsanto, 
RKO General and a Yugoslav sewing 
machine plant.

California Gov, Ronald Reagan 
says he has not yet decided if he 
will challenge President Ford 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination - but says the in­ 
terest sparked by a nomination 
fight probably wouldn't hurt the 


party. 
At a hospital fund raising 
benefit Tuesday. Reagan said a 
convention fight over his can­ 
didacy could ‘spark a little in­ 
terest in a tired old elephant 
He also reiterated his stand 
that he would not seek the vice 
presidency with Ford at the 
head of the ticket 
“ I repeat. I ’m not interested 
at all." he said. "Only the lead 
dog gets a change of scenery." 
During a news conference, 
Reagan said 
Ford's 
tax cut 
proposal would not give the na­ 
tion an adequate solution over a 
long period 
“ I 
see this as more cos­ 
metics," Reagan said 
"And I 
am sorry to say that I don’t see 
this is a long-range application 
to the problem of inflation 
"Actually, the proposed cuts 
in spending are not cuts in 
spending as we know it today. 
They are cuts in the proposed 
increase in spending I think we 
have to start out making pay­ 
ments to decrease the national 


debt " 
But Reagan said he did think 
it possible to cut taxes and 
reduce the national debt at the 
same time 
"And if we don't reduce the 
national debt." he said, "then 
we are going to continue to have 
inflation " 
K arlier Tuesday. Reagan told 
an audience in Cleveland the 
federal 
government 
was 
a 
failure and he accused it of 
becoming a foreign power to 
the citizens it’s supposed to 
represent. 
"Two hundred years ago it 
was London that turned into a 
foreign power," said Reagan, 
denouncing what he considers 
the 
vagaries 
of

government. "Today, and it is a

Reagan 
has 
proposed 
the 
transfer of federal authority in 
welfare, 
education, 
housing,

criticizes cuts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Agriculture 
Department’s 
proposed changes in the food 
stamp 
program 
are 
aimed 
specifically at quieting critics 
who single out examples of 
well-to-do families qualifying 
for food stamps as a justifica­ 
tion for scrappmg or scaling 
down the program 
Such instances are rare but 
do exist, 
says 
Edward 
J 
Hekman. administrator of Food 
and Nutrition Services for the 
USD A 
Hekman estimated about 15 
per cent of the estimated 18 8 
million people receiving food 
stamps have incomes in excess 
of $12,000 Most of the higher in­ 
come families get on food 
stamp rolls by citing large 
deductions now allowed in the 
existing regulations 
For example, an applicant 
household can legally claim 
deductions for portions of the 
costs of shelter, medical care, 
work 
expenses, 
child care, 
education and disaster expen­ 
ses Ironically, this helps the 
higher income families, not the 
poor, Hekman said 
The Agriculture Department 
now is proposing a “standard 
deduction" that would apply to 
all applicants In addition, appli­ 
cants would be allowed to 
deduct mandatory tax withhold­ 
ings so as to equalize the 
program for families receiving 
taxfree 
public 
assistance 
checks and those families with 
taxable 
income 
from 
em­ 
ployment. 
Hekman 
said 
a 
standard 
deduction “would have the ef­ 
fect of channeling the benefits 
to the lower (income) end of the 
participants in the program by 
putting a cap on participation. 
It’s the people who make $2,000 
and $3,000 a year that don’t 


have any deductions, and they 
would benefit from this kind of 
a program,” 
The USDA’s proposals also 
call for a uniform percentage 
rate to be charged all fo<xl 
stamp recipients This would 
eliminate income level inequi­ 
ties in the current program as 
well as correcting a situation 
that exists regarding large and 
small households with similar 
incomes. 
Assistant Agriculture Secre­ 
tary Richard Feltner, in outliv­ 
ing the proposals to Congress 
this week, noted that the cur­ 
rent 
program 
makes 
large 
families pay relatively more 
for their food stamps than 
smaller households in the same 
income bracket. Feltner said 
households with similar in­ 
comes should be treated equal­ 
ly 
Feltner also said a standard 
deduction “would have the ef­ 
fect of eliminating the few but 
highly 
visible 
instances 
in 
which persons with adequate in­ 
comes 
become 
eligible 
by 
claiming - legally — exces­ 
sively large deductions from 
gross income." 
The Agriculture Department 
has now made its suggestions 
and will let Congress do what it 
pleases Before the Senate is a 
food stamp reform bill spon­ 
sored by Sens. George McGo­ 
vern. D-S D . and Robert Dole. 
R-Kan., that would institute 
both the standard deduction 
concept and the uniform pay­ 
ment rate.

He also said it is “unlikely” 
the United States will give 
Israel the Pershing missiles it 
is seeking 
Schlesinger spoke Tuesday to 
the national AFL-CIO conven­ 
tion. criticizing Congress for 
proposing to cut defense spend­ 
ing deeper this year than ever 
before in the nation's history. 
Following the speech, he was 
asked 
about 
Pershings 
for 
Israel. Schlesinger noted that 
the 
two 
governments 
had 
agreed to study the problem. 
“Among the issues that will 
be taken into account of course 
will be the fact that the produc­ 
tion line is closed and any ship­ 
ment of Pershings would result 
in a draw down of U.S. forces,” 
he said, adding that this was a 
“matter of concern" at the 
Pentagon 
“In view- of the inventory 
problem,” he said. “I would 
regard such shipments as un­ 
likely." 
In answer to another question 
from 
reporters, 
Schlesinger 


said the Pershing production 
line could be reopened but “it 
takes time and it would take 
considerable 
money 
and 
it 
would drive up the unit costs of 
anv such equipment.” 
Schlesinger in his speech 
thanked 
AFL-CIO 
President 
George Meany for his support 
of a strong military. 


“In this regard." he said. 
“President Ford and President 
Meany — who don't necessarily 
agree on all subjects — agree 
entirely.” 


But he lamented that Con­ 
gress is ready to slice Ford’s 
proposed defense budget 8 per 
cent, which he described as the 
deepest cut in the defense 
budget in the history of this 
republic.” 


“These cuts are not only ar­ 
bitrary. but deep and particu­ 
larly painful.” he said. He 
charged they would eliminate a 
program for air launch cruise
